REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1943. 

The  Executive  Committee  desire  to  express  grateful 
appreciation  and  most  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  have  in  any 
way  assisted  the  Hospital  in  its  work  during  1943.  The  measure 
of  help  received  from  all  quarters  and  especially  from  grateful 
patients  has  been  most  gratifying. 

Attendance  of  patients  and  services  rendered  in  all  Depart¬ 
ments  have  for  a  third  successive  year  surpassed  all  previous 
records,  and  the  burden  of  administrative  work  continues  to 
increase.  In  recent  months  there  has  been  a  shortage  of  nursing 
staff,  and  efforts  of  voluntary  workers  have  been  most  valuable. 

During  the  suspension  of  General  Committee  meetings 
six-monthly  progress  reports  have  been  issued  in  the  local  press 
to  keep  the  public  informed  of  the  Hospital’s  activities  and  all 
notable  events. 

Details  of  work  done  are  given  in  the  Statistical  Analysis 
on  page  13  of  this  Report,  which  also  contains  a  full  Statement 
of  Accounts  and  other  important  information,  together  with  a 
list  of  Subscribers  and  Donors  which  has  been  abbreviated  to 
save  printing  space. 

Several  items  of  improved  equipment  including  an  Ultra- 
Violet  Lamp  have  been  added  during  the  year,  and  a  Sub- 
Committee  is  preparing  definite  plans  for  the  completion  of 
our  Extension  Scheme  as  soon  as  conditions  allow  it  to  be 
undertaken. 

The  death  of  Doctor  Gordon  Rudkin  has  been  deeply  felt 
in  the  Hospital  where  he  had  rendered  devoted  service  for  so 
many  years  and  was  regarded  with  trust  and  affection  by  all.  He 
is  sorely  missed.  It  has  been  decided  to  devote  the  Rudkin 
Memorial  Fund  to  the  reconstruction  of  the  Children’s  Ward 
in  our  Extension  Scheme  and  in  his  memory  it  will  be  named 
the  “  Rudkin  Ward.” 

Before  this  Report  reaches  Subscribers,  Dr.  H.  Greenish 
will,  on  retirement  from  practice,  have  terminated  his  long 
connection  with  the  Hospital,  and  the  Committee  desire  to 
express  their  grateful  thanks  to  him  for  ungrudging  service  and 
many  kindnesses  both  to  the  Hospital  and  its  patients  for  the 
past  twenty-five  years.
